Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

On  the  whole  the  health  of  the  community  can  be  considered 
satisfactory  during  1945. 

The  death  rate  at  9.3  per  1,000  was  below  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  (11.4)  and  the  birth  rate  at  22.0,  although 
lower  than  in  previous  years,  was  substantially  above  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales  (16. 1.) 

The  death  rate  amongst  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
(infantile  mortality  rate)  was  74  per  1,000  live  births — an  increase 
of  5 per  1,000  on  the  average  for  the  years  1940/1944,  and  an 
increase  of  22  per  1,000  live  births  on  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  less  than  in  1944. 
Diphtheria  showed  a fall  in  incidence  from  77  cases  in  1944  to  52 
cases  for  1945.  Only  one  death  was  recorded,  this  being  in  an 
unimmunised  child.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  continued  reduc- 
tion in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  is  due  to  the  increasing  percent- 
age of  children  who  have  been  immunised.  During  the  year  1,277 
children  under  the  age  of  15  years  were  completely  immunised, 
and  our  records  show  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  62  per  cent,  of  the 
children  in  the  district  had  been  completely  immunised. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  continued  to  decline,  325  cases 
receiving  treatment  at  the  Scabies  Clinic,  in  contrast  to  1944, 
when  701  cases  were  treated. 

Overcrowding  with  all  its  multitudinous  implications,  con- 
tinued a major  problem  during  the  year. 

Dr.  M.  E.  Cliff,  who  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during 
1945,  resigned  her  appointment  in  March  of  this  year,  when  I was 
appointed  as  her  successor. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  help  and  co- 
operation since  my  appointment.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

For  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1945.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

1 he  facilities  for  housing  repairs  have  not  improved  as  one 
could  have  expected  since  the  alleged  peace  was  declared,  and 
owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  essential  materials  and  the 
shortage  of  labour,  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  will  not 
be  in  general  application  for  some  time.  Regarding  new  houses, 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  demand  will  keep  pace  with  supply 
for  a few  years,  and  the  time  when  everybody  will  be  satisfactorily 
housed  is  not  in  my  imagination. 

Milk  sampling  has  been  continued  and  out  of  21  samples 
examined  for  tubercle,  one  was  found  to  be  positive.  This  was  a 
sample  of  undesignated  raw  milk.  Concerning  samples  examined 
for  cleanliness,  the  reports  might  have  been  better,  but  since 
adopting  Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  methods  of  testing,  a 
more  definite  and  clear  cut  report  is  obtainable  for  undesignated 
milk. 

I envisage  general  improvement  in  reports.  About  80  per 
cent,  of  the  area  is  now  supplied  with  heat  treated  milk. 

Much  has  been  said  concerning  Ice  Cream,  its  food  value  and 
general  cleanliness.  So  long  as  there  are  no  standards  and  short 
supply  of  ingredients  not  much  can  be  done  as  regards  food  value. 
As  regards  cleanliness  there  is  a general  improvement,  and  absence 
of  organisms  of  the  food  poisoning  groups. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  is  hereunder  detailed 
and  tabulated,  which  I suggest  is  self  explanatory.
